No.I-14019/6A20()5^.II/H.rWH.I....;..National Buildings Organisation (NBO) was 
established by Government of India in 1954 as an attached office under the control of the 
then Ministry of Works and Housing with the objectives, inter alia to: 

(a) collect, document and disseminate information on latest advances in housing, 
and 

(b) develop housing and building statistics and conduct studies relating to social, 
economic, financial and investment aspects of housing. 

NBO was restructured in August, 1992 with a revised mandate viz. study and 
survey of socio-economic aspects of housing apart from compilation of statistics relating 
to housing. 

Having regard to current requirements under the National Housing Policy and 
various socio-economic and statistical functions connected with housing and building 
activities and also to ensure that plan/schemes of the Ministry is properly monitored, the 
President in supersession of all previous orders / instructions is pleased to order the 
continuation/ restructuring of the National Buildings Organisation under the Ministry of 
Urban Employment & Poverty Alleviation as under:- 


2—11 GI/2006 
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(i) The restructured National Buildings Organisation (NBO) will continue to 
function as an attached office under the Ministry of Urban Employment & 
Poverty Alleviation. The Director/ Deputy Secretary of Indian Economic 
Service will function as Head of the organization and will exercise all 
statutory and financial powers of the Head of Department. 

(ii) The mandate of the National Buildings Organisation in its restructured form 
will be: 

(a) To collect, collate, validate, analyse, disseminate and publish the housing 
and building construction statistics. 

(b) To organize training programmes for the officers and staff of the State 
Govts, engaged in collection and dissemination of housing and building 
construction statistics. 

(c) To create and manage a documentation centre relating to housing, 

poverty, slums and infrastructure related statistics. ^ ^ 

(d) To coordinate with all the State Govts. / Research Institutions /UNCHS/ 
International Bodies etc. as being a nodal agency in the field to cater to the 
statistical needs of the planners, policy makers and research organization 
in the field of housing and related infrastructural facilities. 

(e) To conduct regular short-term sample surveys in various pockets of the 
country to study the impact of the plan schemes which are being run by 
this Ministry by utilizing the service of the staff so employed on 
contractual basis. At least two such studies will be conducted in a year. 

(0 To undertake special Socio-Economic studies evaluating the impact of the 
plans, policies and programmes in the field of housing and infrastructure, 
as and when required, by the Ministry for which the additional funds will 
be provided by the Ministry. 

(g) To undertake any work assigned by the Ministry from time to time. 

To achieve the above mandate the restructured National Buildings Organisation 
will have only two divisions i.e. Socio-Economic Division and Administration 
Division. The reorganization/ restructuring of National Buildings Organisation also takes 
into account the following Orders of the Government: 

(i) Ministry of Finance, Deptt. of Economic Affairs, IES Division’s Office Order No. 

11015/1/2003-IES, dt.30.10.2005. 

(ii) Ministry of Statistics & P.I. Order No. 1201 l/l/2003-ISS(Voi.V), dt.05.01.2006 

(iii) Ministry of Statistics & P.I. O.M. No. 12034/1/2002-SSS dt.08.01.2004. 

Consequent to the above decision, the sanctioned strength of restructured NBO 
with the above two units will be 41 posts. The details are at Annexure. Out of the 11 
Group 'D’ employees i.e. Peons, Attendents, Daftry and Gestetner Operator, 06 posts will 
be abolished as and when the present incumbent superannuates/retires/transferred. Group 
'A' post of Senior Photo Officer and Group ‘C’ post of Dark Room Assistant will also 
stand abolished as and when the present incumbent superannuates/retires/transferred. The 
Posts of Research Officer/Statistical Officers/Economic Officer taken together will also 
be reduced to 05 (five) in a phased manner in consultation with the respective Cadre 
Controlling Authority.

(viii) To look into any other related aspect as may be deemed necessary. 

3. The Committee may coopt any other member(s) as may be deemed necessary 
for due discharge of its functions. 

4. The Committee may complete its task as expeditiously as possible, but not 
later than three months.
